CHIEF PROCUREMENT OFFICER or CPO shaN mean the Chief Procurement ONcer of the County of Cook
whose duties and rssponstbtgges are more particularly described in the Cook County Procurement Code,
Chapter 34, Article IV, Division I.

OCPO shall mean the Office cfthe Chief Procurement Officer of Cook County.

PERSON shall mean any individual, corporation, partnership, Joint Venture, trust association, Limited Liability

Company, sots propiietorsNp or legal entity.

PROCUREMENT shall mean obtaining supplies, equipment, goods or services of any kind.

SPECIFICATIONS shall mean the description of the services, work, goods, equipment, personnel, volume and
use statistics and all requirements for the scope ofwork eet forth in lhe Contract Documents.

USINQ ABENCY shall mean ths departments or agencies within Cook County government Including elected
officials.

the protesting Bidder and the action requested of the CPO. A bid protest based on an issue which could have been
darified through s nxfirest for clarillcafion or information pumuant to Section 34-136(d), and IB-05, Communicafions with

the County regarding competitive bidding process, wlfi not be considered if the protesting Bklder failed to make such
request. When s bkl pmtest has been submitted, no further action shall be taken on ths Procurement untfi the Cpo
makes a decision concerning the bid protest, unless the Using Agency responds in writing and sutficiently demonstrates
that g the item to be procured is urgently required and (ii) failure to make the award promptly will unduly delay delivery

or performance or cause other undue harm.

The CPO shafi issue a written decision on the bid protest to ths protesting Bidder and to any other Bidder atfected by
such decision as soon ss reasonably prsctlcabls. If the bid protest ls upheld based on a lack of fairness in the bid

procedure, the CPO shall re-bid ths pmcuremsnt. If the CPQ determines that the recommended Bidder was not

Responsive and Responsible, that Bidder shall be disqualified and the CPO may either recommend the kavest

limitation any Invokar for Its services. In addition to other penalties that may be applicable, the
Contractor also acknowledges that if it makes a false, fictitious, or fraudulent claim, statement,
submission, or cerNica8on, the Federal Government reserves the right to impose the penalties of
the Program Fraud Civil Remedies Act of 1986, as amended, on the Contractor to the extent the
Federal Government deems appropriate.
